Emergency op’s 
transferred from 

Southend NHS

SOME planned operations at 
Southend Hospital could be 
transferred to hospitals in 
Basildon and Chelmsford under 
the latest plans put forward. 

The Mid and South Essex 
Sustainability and 

Transformation Partnership 
(STP) has outlined its latest 
proposals that are set to go to a 
14 week public consultation. 

Dr Celia Skinner, chief med¬ 
ical officer for the three hospi¬ 
tals, said around 15 planned

operations and 15 emergency 
patients each day would be 
transferred to another hospital. 

An STP spokesman added the 
emergency patients would be 
transferred for specialist treat¬ 
ment. Currently, Southend 
Hospital specialises in cancer 
care, while Basildon Hospital is 
the Essex Cardiothoracic 
Centre and Broomfield 
Hospital in Chelmsford has a 
specialist bums unit. 

The spokesman added that the 
plans would “guarantee” a full 
team of specialist doctors, nurs¬ 
es and technicians available 
around the clock, which “is not 
always the case currently”. 

Dr Skinner confirmed that all 
three accident and emergency 
units would continue to receive 
ambulances and remain open to 
walk-in patients as part of the 
proposals. 

Campaigners, 
including Save 
Southend A&E, 
had protested 
against earlier 
scrapped plans 
to downgrade 


A&E departments at Southend 
and Broomfield. 

Dr Skinner said: “Our propos¬ 
als aim to bring together some 
specialist services, for the times 
where, once or twice in our 
lives, we need very specialist 
emergency care or a planned 
overnight operation. 

“Patients would continue to 
have their tests, outpatient 
a,ppointments, day case opera¬ 
tions and maternity services at 
their local hospital, the same as 
they do today, alongside gener¬ 
al emergency care beds and 
critical care facilities.” 

Mike Fieldhouse, secretary of 
Save Southend A&E, felt the 
logistics of moving seriously ill 
patients across Essex between 
hospitals was “fraught with 
dangers” and said that he would 
remain sceptical until the full 
proposals have been revealed. 

He added: “It is vitally impor¬ 
tant to ensure that the people of 
Essex receive the best care 
available.” 

The proposed changes would 
happen over the next two to five 
years, subject to the approval of

the joint committee of the five 
clinical commissioning groups 
(CCG) in mid and south Essex. 

The public consultation will 
begin once the committee 
approves the final pre-consulta¬ 
tion business case at its meeting 
on November 29. 

Feedback from the consulta¬ 
tion would be considered by the 
committee in May 2018. 

Dr Caroline Dollery,GP and 
clinical chair of Mid Essex 
CCG, said: “We all want the 
very best health and care for 


people. While there are exam¬ 
ples of excellent care, it is very 
difficult to achieve ever- 
increasing standards with con¬ 
sistency across our three hos¬ 
pitals. 

“It makes complete sense for 
the hospitals to work together in 
some of the very specialist 
types of services. 

“The CCG joint committee is 
keen to hear the views and ideas 
of local people on the wider 
picture as well as the specific 
proposals for hospital services.”

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Night shelters service 
returns to help homeless 



EXTRA beds are being provid¬ 
ed for homeless people in 
Southend again this winter 
thanks to a partnership. 

Homeless charity HARP, 
Love Southend and Southend 
Council have teamed up to pro¬ 
vide somewhere for homeless 
people to sleep through the 
winter. 

The Southend Churches 
Winter Night Shelters will add 
20 extra bed spaces per night 
as seven churches across 
Southend open their doors for 
one night a week from 
November 29 to March 20. 

The partnership was set up in 
2011, in response to the grow¬ 
ing number of rough sleepers 
who found themselves with 
nowhere to go in the winter. 

A HARP spokesman said 54 
per cent of people who stayed 
at the churches last year did not 
return to the streets by the time 
the shelters closed for the sea¬ 
son. He added that the partner¬ 
ship will develop a person¬ 
alised action plan for people 
staying at the churches to con¬ 
tinue to give them “the best 
possible chance of beating 
homelessness”. 

John Simmons, co-ordinator 
of the Churches Winter Night 
Shelters, said: “We anticipate 
more guests this winter than 


ever before, so everybody’s 
continued hard work in helping 
them is incredibly valued. 

“Volunteers are always wel¬ 
come, especially those who are 
willing to stay overnight.” 

The partnership is also 
encouraging anyone who has 
become homeless or is at risk 
of homelessness to go to 
harp’s Bradbury Centre. 

harp’s service operations 
manager, Gary Turner, added: 


“The Church Winter Night 
Shelters are a great opportuni¬ 
ty for people to be safe, secure 
and warm, whilst also engag¬ 
ing with us to move their lives 
forward. We are very proud to 
be part of this partnership, 
which has become a vital ser¬ 
vice for local homeless people 
over the winter months. After 
the success of last year, it is 
great to continue to collaborate 
and evolve together so that we 


can ensure that vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in Southend are receiving 
the best possible support to 
help them now, whilst ultimate¬ 
ly working towards a life away 
from the streets.”

tourism and the economy, said the council wanted 
to get the water quality at Leigh Bell Wharf back 
to good and it would work with partners on pro¬ 
jects to identify and deal with the issues. 

When asked why the council had not achieved its 
aim to return water quality at Leigh Bell Wharf to 
“good” and what steps it would be taking to 
improve the water quality, a spokesman said: “We 
are continuing to work with our partners, includ¬ 
ing the Environment Agency and Anglian Water to 
identify and address these issues, and investiga¬ 
tions are on-going. 

“Being close to a working fishing port, boats 
disturb the silt which has an effect on bathing 
water tests and is a challenge for all partners.” 

An Anglian Water spokeswoman said it has 
invested £150,000 to understand the issues affect¬ 
ing Leigh Bell Wharf bathing waters. 

She added; “We will continue to work closely 
with Southend Council and the Environment 
Agency to identity possible sources of pollution. 

“Together, we are using state-of-the-art technol¬ 
ogy including CCTV, dye tracing, sampling and 
on-foot surveys of the coastal area surrounding the 
bathing water to understand what is causing the 
issue. We also continue to monitor our equipment 
to ensure it is working as well as it should. 

“It is likely to be the result of several sources of 
environmental pollution having a combined detri¬ 
mental effect.” 

An Environment Agency spokeswoman said; 
“We are working with partners to investigate and 
address the issues at Leigh Bell Wharf.” 

The other seven beaches remained at either 
excellent or good for the second year running. 

Water quality at Shoebury East, Shoeburyness, 
Thorpe Bay and Westcliff Bay beaches was 
“excellent”, while Jubilee Beach, Three Shells and 
Chalkwell beaches were rated “good”. 

Cllr Holland said; “We are extremely lucky to 
live in a seaside town that offers such high quality 
beaches and bathing waters. 

“Over the past few years we have improved and 
sustained these high standards that we set our¬ 
selves. 

“Tourism is a major source of income to our 
town, and being able to boast results such as these 
can only help encourage more visitors to explore 
and visit Southend.”

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The origins of our festive traditions 


T ucking into mince pies, 
sending cards and heading 
to the theatre for a pan¬ 
tomime may have all become a 
part of Christmas, but how did 
these and other traditions begin? 

It was a civil servant by the name 
of Sir Henry Cole, who started the 
custom of sending Christmas cards 
in the UK in 1843. 

He wondered how the new post 
office could be used more by ordi¬ 
nary people so he and his artist 
friend, John Horsley, came up with 
the idea of a Christmas card. 

Their first one, which depicted a 
family enjoying a large Christmas 
dinner and panels showing people 
caring for the poor, sold for one 
shilling each. 

Christmas cards became more 
popular when printing methods 
improved and were produced in 
large numbers from around 1860. 

The custom had spread across 
Europe by the early 1900s and 
became especially popular in 
Germany. 

While the first cards usually 
had pictures of the nativity on 
them, in late Victorian times 
robins and snow scenes ^ 
became popular. 

While today’s mince pies 
are filled with a dried 
fruit mix they were 
originally filled with 



meat and first made in an oval 
shape to represent the manger 
that Jesus slept in, with the top 
representing his swaddling ^ 
clothes. ^ 

Mince pies were a status 
symbol in the UK during 
Stuart and Georgian 
times, when very rich 
people would show off 
at their Christmas parties 
by producing pies in different 
shapes, from stars and crescents, 
to hearts and flowers. 

Meat was also an original ingredi¬ 
ent for Christmas puddings which 
were first made in the 14th century 
from beef and mutton, as well as 
raisins, currants, prunes, wine and 
spices. During this time it would 
have looked more like a soup and it 
was eaten as a fasting meal in 
preparation for the Christmas festiv¬ 
ities. 

By 1595 they were being thick¬ 
ened with eggs, breadcrumbs and 
dried fruit as they slowly changed 
into plum puddings. While these 
had become a customary 

Christmas dessert by around 
1650, by 1664 the Puritans 
- a group of English 
reformed Protestants - 
banned them. 

After enjoying a plum 
pudding King George I 
re-established them as part 



of the Christmas meal in 1714, 
and by Victorian times they 
had changed into some¬ 
thing similar to the ones 
we eat today. While in 
rich Victorian house¬ 
holds they were often 
cooked in fancy 
moulds, often shaped like 
towers or castles, most people 
just had puddings in the shape of 
balls - referred to as cannonballs 
if they were a bit heavy. 

The tradition of hanging mistle¬ 
toe in the house goes back to the 
times of the ancient druids, when 
it was supposed to possess mys¬ 
tical powers to bring good luck to 
a household and ward off evil spir¬ 
its. It was also used as a sign of 
love and friendship in Norse 
mythology and this is where the 
custom of kissing under the 
mistletoe comes from. 

While it is unclear where the 
Christmas tree originated from, 
the evergreen fir tree has tradition¬ 
ally been used to celebrate win 
ter festivals, both Pagan and 
Christian, for thousands of 
years. 

Pagans decorated their 
homes with branches of it 
during the winter solstice, 
while the Romans 
used fir trees to dec¬ 
orate their temples 



at the festival of Saturnalia. 

Christmas crackers were first 
made by London sweet- 
maker, Tom Smith, around ^ 
1845. ^ 

After seeing French bon¬ 
bon sweets - almonds 
wrapped in pretty 
paper - he returned 
to London and tried 
selling similar sweets in 
England with the addition of a 
small motto or riddle with the 
sweet. 

While the first did not sell well, 
he came up with a fun idea while 
sitting next to a log fire. 

Interested by the sparks and 
cracks coming from the fire, he 
thought it would be a good idea if 
his sweets and toys could be 
opened with a crack when their 
fancy wrappers were pulled in 
half. When he died one of his sons 
introduced hats inside the crack¬ 
ers and travelled around the world 
looking for new ideas for gifts to 
put inside them, before the com¬ 
pany built up a range of themed 
crackers. 

The world’s longest 
Christmas cracker was 
63.1m (207ft) long and 4m 
(13ft) in diameter and 
made by the parents 
of children at Ley Hill 
School and Pre-School, Chesham, 



Bucks, in 2001. 

Pantomimes are a big part 
of Christmas but they 
originally had nothing to 
do with it. They first 
began as entertain¬ 
ment for adults and 
can be traced back to 
an ancient Roman midwin¬ 
ter feast, when everything was 
supposed to be turned upside 
down, with men dressed as 
women and women as men. 

Panto first came to Britain in the 
18th century from the Italian corn- 
media dell’arte form of theatre. 

The stories had many stock 
characters in them, such as 
clowns and jesters and a baddie, 
and traditional plots got mixed up 
with fairy stories, folk tales, or 
tales from the Arabian Nights sto¬ 
ries, to gradually evolve into the 
dozens of familiar stories that we 
see today. 

When it comes to pantomimes 
there are plenty on offer through¬ 
out the area, from Aladdin and 
Jack and the Beanstalk, to 
Cinderella and Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs.

UNEXPECTED 
SAYS MOYES

DAVID MOVES’ tenure at West 
Ham United got off to a disastrous 
start as his new charges crashed to 
a lacklustre 2-0 defeat to a lively 
Watford side. 

Much of the talk ahead of the 
match centred around the respec¬ 
tive managers. Moyes, taking 
charge of the Hammers for the first 
time while speculation was 
focused on Hornets boss, Marco 
Silva, who has been linked with 
the vacancy at Everton. 

Moyes was without the injured 
Javier Hernandez, Michail Antonio 
and Sam Byram, while 20-year-old 
Spaniard Antonio Martinez, who 
had found the net prolifically in the 
under-23 side, was rewarded with a 
place on the bench. Winston Reid 
was handed a starting place, despite 
suggestions that the defender might 
miss out after arriving back later 
than scheduled from international 
duty with New Zealand. 

It proved to be a difficult start for 
the visitors as Will Hughes sent a 
sweet left-footed strike beyond 
Hammers keeper Joe Hart with 
barely 11 minutes on the clock. 

Watford continued to press. Hart 
clung to Tom Cleverley’s trouble¬ 
some centre, then expertly turned 
aside Richarlison’s strike, while 
Kiko Femenia picked up the pieces 
but fired agonisingly wide. 


As the opening period drew to a 
close. West Ham finally offered a 
viable threat. Hornets keeper 
Heurelho Gomes raced out to block 
from Cheikhou Kouyate after Mark 
Noble and Marko Amautovic had 
fashioned an opening. 

Then Gomes somehow twice 
managed to deny Amautovic as the 
Hammers offered hope that they 
could turn the game on its head. 

But West Ham already appeared 
to be on the ropes. Femenia and 
Andre Gray weren’t far away as 
Watford started the second period 
strongly, while Hart produced a 
stunning save to claw out Adrian 
Mariappa’s goalbound header. 

Just after the hour mark 
Richarlison broke away before beat¬ 


ing the woefully exposed Hart with 
a low, angled left-footed drive. 

Manuel Lanzini’s low drive beat 
Gomes, but was brilliantly hooked 
off the line by Christian Kabasele 
as the Hammers desperately 
looked for a way back. 

By now the travelling West Ham 
fans had resigned themselves to their 
seventh defeat of the campaign. 

This latest setback left West Ham 
third from bottom in the Premier 
League and Moyes unquestionably 
has his work cut out as the prospect 
of a bitter relegation scrap hangs 
over the beleaguered club. 

After the game, the new 
Hammers boss said: “I expected 
something like that because that’s 
what it’s been before. 


“I was disappointed that we did¬ 
n’t do better, but we missed a cou¬ 
ple of really good chances at 1-0. 

“The better team won the game, 
but there was a chance for us to 
affect the outcome and we didn’t 
do it. So, we’re going to have to 
improve and hopefully. I’ll get the 
chance to work with the players 
over the coming weeks and it will 
make a difference.” 

Moyes continued: “I could see 
that they needed a couple of things 
to go for them and, in the couple of 
big moments we had when they 
didn’t go for them then you could 
see the confidence draining away. 

“We’ve got to try to turn things 
around quickly and we’ve got to 
find a way of winning.”

League action on Friday, 
November 24 when Leicester City 
visit the London Stadium (8pm).

Blues made to pay the price for Ranger penalty miss

SOUTHEND only had themselves 
to blame after Brett Pitman’s sec¬ 
ond-half winner saw them return 
home empty-handed on Saturday, 
with Nile Ranger missing from the 
penalty spot before the break. 

The Blues were under the cosh, 
early on, but were helped by a glaring 
fifth minute Pitman miss which saw 
him unable to make decent contact 
with Matt Clarke’s near-post cross. 

But, on an excellent playing sur¬ 
face, the visitors finally settled and 
Theo Robinson fashioned a chance 
with a 19th minute wickedly curling 
effort that brought the best out of 
keeper Luke McGee. 

From the resulting corner an 
unmarked Ranger was unable to 
convert after Pompey had failed to 


clear a Josh Wright drive. 

Pompey hit back and Kyle 
Bennett was unable to connect 
from Jamal Lowe’s cross, before 
Ben Close 20-yarder was stopped 
by Mark Oxley on 27 minutes. 

Ryan Leonard found freedom on 
the Pompey left and swung in a 
cross, from which makeshift cen¬ 
tre-back Oliver Hawkins was lucky 
not to turn past his own keeper. 

Michael Kightly’s flag-kick then 
found Simon Cox who glanced a 
header inches over. 

In what was becoming an increas¬ 
ingly entertaining encounter it was 
the hosts’ turn and Oxley was equal 
to Gareth Evans’s long range drive, 
after the Blues had failed to clear the 
schemer’s comer kick. 

Southend were gifted an oppor¬ 
tunity on the stroke of half-time. A 
Cox drive was adjudged by the 
assistant to have been handballed 


by the unfortunate Close, despite 
ref Carl Boyeson appearing to 
award a corner. 

Ranger stepped up, appeared to 
slip and completely missed the tar¬ 
get. 

Pompey took only nine second- 
half minutes to grab the lead when 
top scorer Pitman, didn’t need a 
second chance to glance home sub 
Matt Kennedy’s left-wing cross. 

Southend had plenty of the late 
possession, but lacked quality as 
the hosts were content to sit on 
their lead. 

Blues boss Phil Brown admitted: 
“The game was about going ahead 
and then seeing it out. We didn’t do 
our job properly. 

“If it’s a penalty, with their play¬ 
er denying us a goal, then it should 
be a sending-off.” 

He concluded: “We didn’t do 
enough in the final third and it’s a 


reality check for us. We were okay 
in the first-half, but in the second- 
half, we didn’t stop crosses going 
into our box.” 

Michael Turner added: “We did¬ 
n’t create many chances and were 
sloppy in giving away too much 
possession.”
